I was so thor- 
oughly prepared that when my husband decided to go 
to the Bahamas on a camera hunt for flamingoes he 
counted me in as.a matter of course, It was two years 
ago last spring, and though we had been married two 
years, I had made my record as his first assistant, espe- 
cially when it came to handling a camera. 


“Not only were we able to get a wonderful collection 
of photographs of these birds, but for four whole days 
we sat among their nests so near it almost seemed 
possible to reach out and stroke the back of the near- 
est flamingo as it sat on its nest. 

“Thrilling? It wasn’t so thrilling as it was when we 
were in doubt as to whether they would return when we 
set up our blind in the midst of their rookery. That 
was exciting enough to make my heart beat loud enough 
for the birds to hear it had they ned seated com- 
fortably on their. nests. 

was the first week in May before we found an occupied 
rookery. On our arrival, the negro who, had acted as 
our guide reported that he had already spotted an occu- 
pied rookery, and was eager to conduct ws there at once. 

My husband was equally eager, and the fact that it was 
raining in torrents didn’t hold us back a minute. It was 
the rainy season. We knew it would be the rainy sea- 
son, so we had made all necessary preparations, but it 
did seem a bit lonesome setting out that first day with 
the water coming down in bucketfuls. __ 
, “When we reached the place it was only to find that 
the ,rookery had been discovered and literally cleaned 


out by a party of negroes the day befo ire. Every young 
bird and egg had been taken off and t¢ old birds had 
flown away, never to return. It was a bitter disappoint- 


ment to us both. | 

“We remained long enough in this leovantated rook- 
ery to get some idea of what a flanringo city is really 
like. Though it was still raining, we left the boat and 
walking most of the time through water fully three 
inches deep, my husband and I wining the great 
nests, which were all built so high a ‘the ground as 
to be well out of the water. ve 

“There seemed myriads of them to my “untutored eyes, 

but my husband computed only about 1500 in the whole 
rookery. This he told me was by no means a large 
rookery for the Bahamas. The robbers had left neither 
eggs nor fledglings in any of the nests which we exam- 
pled over others. 
’ “During the following eight days—all aun and cloudy, 
with gusts of wind and rain every hour or so—we rowed 
about through endless creeks and lagoons on the lookout 
‘for an occupied rookery. The nights were passed in 
camp, which was moved on as fast as my husband and 
our guides decided that the neighborhood had been thor- 
oughly covered. 

“On the ninth day, early in the morning, one of the 
two guides with us sighted flamingoes. An exciting 
quarter of an hour followed this announcement, as 
neither my husband nor the other guide would agree 
that the faint line of color that the first guide pointed 
out was flamingoes. Fifteen minutes’ hard rowing 
brought us near enough to make sure with the use of 
our glasses that the birds were —_ there and in great 
numbers. 

; “Next came the question of ae the vas would be- 
have. Would they allow us to land and sit and work

back again? 
“Of course both my own and my husband's eyes were 


} fastened on the wonderful stretch of color marking the 


rookery. While we were quite 300 yards away, the great 
birds began to stand up and their loud honking call was 
very distinct. Another hundred yards néarer and the 
entire rookery rose as at a signal and streamed off, one 
great flaming cloud. It was here that my 
gan to use his camera, but I, firm in my 
birds’ love of home, was sess | I would have 
tunities.

“We were both busy every minute of the time, and I 
had at least lost all count of the time and had no idea 
that it was even near the hour we had appointed for our 
guides to return to take us back to camp until suddenly 
a loud honk. Instantly each bird lifted its long neck and 
held its head as if waiting for the order to move. An- 


| other and more shrill honk and they all were standing 


up, waving their black scarlet-lined wings and caming: 
to each other in alarm. 
“This lasted scarcely more than an instant when amid 


a tremendous uproar they took wing as if at the same 


instant, and the rookery was deserted. I stared about 
me at a loss to know the cause of this sudden flight, 
when my husband's voice recalled me to myself. He 
told me to get my traps together, as our guide had 
come to take us back to camp. Before we had gone 300 
yards I was relieved to see the flock leave the lagoon 
and come wheeling back to their nests. 


“The next morning my husband decided to move our 
blind into the midst of the rookery. The birds flew 


 Hacane. at our approach just as they had done the day 


| previously. The new) position selected for the blind was 
so near two of the nests that we could distinguish the 
panting of the frightened fledgling as we busied our- 
selves setting up the cover which was to deceive the 
flock into thinking wé were not there. 


“It took some five or six minutes to do the work, and 
I shall always believe that this delay caused the ever- 
suspicious flamingoes'to debate lomger about their re- 
turn. It was fully half an hour before we saw them. 
make the first rise from the lagoon and come circling 
over the rookery. Not until they had made this advance 
the third time did they decide that it was safe for them 
to 
‘Then they came straight us with- 
out paying the slightest attention to our blind. My hus- 
band thought there were fully 1200 birds in the flock 
and perhaps as many again ‘not in sight. The day be 
fore, though we had made excellent pictures of the birds 
and their nests, we had not been near enough to photo- 
graph the young to our satisfaction. Now from our new 
position we were able to see the smallest details. 


“With such an unlimited choice of subjects spread be- 
fore us, we decided to watch the birds and photograph 
them only when their movements or positions were dif- 
ferent from those we had caught the day before. Even 
with this as a check, we might have used an almost end- 
less number of plates to good advantage. Every instant 
showed us new groups. | 

“During the following three days we went back and 
forth between the blind)}in the rookery and our tent on 
the beach with about the same experience. The birds 


‘would fly away on our approach and return once they 


had made sure our guides were well off. Excepting the 
day we set up the blind, they returned while the boat 


of our blind. 


“As flamingoes always build their nests on open muddy 
Swashes, where the only vegetation is a few stunted 
mangoes, the naturalist who wishes to photograph them 
or to make a study of their habits must take pains to 
provide himself with a blind that will deceive the birds. 


| The blind, which my husband had made to order, was 


made of green cloth, as near the color of a palm leaf as 
we could get. At the top it was stretched over a large 
umbrella, the sort of umbrella that hucksters use when 
carting their fruits and vegetables about; but instead 
of the cloth cover stopping at the edge of the ribs it ex- 
tended down slightly below the end of the handle. 


“In setting up this blind, we had only to stick the end 


of the long handle well in the ground and allow the 


cloth to fall over like a | valance around one of those 
high poster beds of our gréat-grandmothers. The end of 
the umbrella stick was sharp, so sticking it in the ground 
was ah easy enough matter.

N the country and all through the mountainous re- 

gions of Italy one may find many happy people who 

live from year to year a life of toil, but they are. 
happy and contented and wish for nothing better. They 
know nothing of the great bustling world of business. 
In the summer they watch their fields of waving corn 
and carefully guard their grapes. in the fall they har- 
vest their crops and make their wines; in the winter 
they sit by the fire and tell stories of days gone by, and 
if the family cow is peacefully chewing her cud and the 
family hens laying their eggs in the adjoining room, 
the fire is no les$ cheerful than the artificial heat of a 
dining-room in a brownstone front on Fifth avenue. 


In the mountainous regions of Tuscany, one may 
make the acquaintance of the typical mountain peasant 
of Italy. His humble dwelling is sometimes situated at 
an altitude of 1200 meters. He is practically monarch 
of all he surveys. He is the employé of the owner of 
the land surrounding his cottage, but he pays no rent. 
He raises his grain, grapes, sheep and goats and makes 
his butter and cheese, he receiving half and his land- 
lord half of all the proceeds therefrom.

That the city has decided not to ct any more 
ofled streets on natural soi] will be hailed with delight 
by all who are fully acquainted with what these old- 
fashioned streets are. It matters Mttle whether mud be 
made from soil and water or soil and oil. Soil and 
water is by far the least objectionable, and dries 
Oiled 
natural soil streets are too often dusty in the middle 
and oily mud at the edges. Elgin street, upon which the 
writer lives, is in such condition and hag been so during 
all of the three years since the work was done. An 
ordinary farm wagon heavily loaded will still cut into 
this oily mud to the depth of three or four inches, and 
in time, as the sun softens the surface, all will be 
smooth again, but three years have not dried out the 
oil sufficiently to make a hard surface in summer, yet 
the middie became dusty during the first summer. 
Surely a more satisfactory combination than common 
garden loam and oil may be found. 


More Water Needed. 


Our parks are much in need of more water, and until 
the Owens River reaches us we shal! not have a suffi- 
cient supply. If our parks look shabby and our park 
lakes stink, it is safe to assume that the first needs 
more water and men to apply it, and thi latter needs 
an ever-changing supply of fresh water. r park force , 
Was never better organized or more effic rient than at 
present, and neither park commission nor park super- 
intendent must be blamed if the city will furnish neither 
water nor workmen. A complaint has lodged with 
this department that Eastlake Park looks shabbier than 
ever before, and the writer is asked to ¢all attention 
to this evident neglect, but understanding perfectly the 
handicap under which our park department labors, 
there is no warrant for invidious <me The city 
gets as good returns for money expended. in parks as 
from any other department of the ty govern- 
ment, and a park superintendent ia powerless 
to carry out needed work when lacking both. labor 
and equipment. The park commission of our city is 
but a figurehead at best, and is powerlesa to aid the 
superintendent. We sadiy need an independent park 
commission of a strictly non-political 
European and American Boulevards. 

The absence of fortified cities in England

Weeds are the Wost 
discouraging thing in lawnmaking; to weed the lawn is 
a tedious job to do, an expensive one to hire done. It 
assuredly pays to reduce the weeds to the minimum at 
the start. This may be ‘done by coaxing out the weeds 
and destroying them before lanting the lawn, and by 
using great care in the seed, nure and soil. It is best 
to get the recleaned seed direct from _ well- -known and 
reliable seed growers. ca | if kept in good

It is not alone richer, than barnyard magure, 
its elements are more easily lized, being almost as 
quick in their action as nitrate) of soda, and it is free 
of the nits and larvae of grubs and flies, while barn- 
yard manure is the habitat of all such. A comparison 
of these two manures made‘from the analysis of a ton 
of well-rotted barnyard manure and a ton of poultry 
manure gave the following result: Of phosphoric acid 
there are 48.60 pounds in hen hnure to six pounds in 
barnyard manure; of potash t ere are forty pounds in

New Paving Material. 

A recent French invention in paving consists of em- 
bedding in concrete fine iron shavings, or iron excel- 
sior. The metallic shavings ordinarily come in sheets 
or masses, which can be broken apart with difficulty 
owing to the inter-twining of the filaments and which 
are somewhat elastic. 


In constructing paving blocks, a mould is filled with 
these iron shavings and the interstices filled with ce- 
ment grout) sufficiently fluid to penetrate the entire 
mass. The blocks thus formed are said to possess great 
strength and resistance to abrasion and also (what seems 
less credible) elasticity under blows or jarring, 


According to Cement Age tests made of such blocks 
are said to have shown a resistance to compression of 
about 150,000 pounds a square inch and a tensile-strength 
four times that of neat cement. One advantage claimed 
for this paving is that joints may be almost eliminated, 
thus doing away with the points where greatest de- 
struction genérally occurs. Nothing is said of the ©pin- 


ment by a contractor who might be required to cut a 
trench through it. 

The cost of; construction is said to be the same as 
that of ordinary macadam, but this would depend largely 
upon the cost of iron shavings.—[New York Sun.

Until recently these statements haye been condemned 
or ridiculed by many. Of late, however, members of 
the medical fraternity are beginning to come around to 
a recognition of this truth, as stated 
Body. For instance, Dr. Louis Fischer, of New York, 
a recognized medical authority, was 
follows in the New York Herald: 

“This medical craze for sterilization and pasteuriza- 
tion is a fad, and it is one concernibg which there is 
much misunderstanding and no little Misrepresentation. 

“The fact is, men who have made 4g careful study of 
the subject dre coming to recognize more fully the fact 
that sterilization and pasteurization milk, instead of 
being a cure-all, as many physicians and others would 
have us think, is really an additional evil. In my hos- 
pital practice I uniformly use the r: 
modifying or diluting it to such a degree as to adapt it 
to the assimilative capacity of the child under treat- 
ment. 

“On the question of sterilized milk t] le weight of the 
evidence seems to show that the process, while prevent- 
ing undue fermentation, so changes certain of the natu- 
ral ferments and some of the fats that ithe milk is less 
easily digested and less nutritious. The ‘sterilization of 
milk is advocated chiefly to destroy pathogenic bacteria. 
The profession has been educated to the belief that we 
must kill all living micro-organisms in food. 

“When the method was first advocated, the profession 
adopted it in all parts of the world, so that thousands 
of babies have been brought up on §Sterilized milk.
